He goes far beyond ‘he provincial in- 
fant industry argument and extends 
the justification for the tariff to a 
world-wide basis. He makes the 
American tariff agency of world-wide 
prosperity. It becomes, under his de- 
fense, not only a protective tariff but 
a prosperity tariff; not a “keep-off” 
warning but the asset of an affluent 


cash customer for the worlld., 
Answering the argument that high 
duties stifle imports, Mellon said: 
“During the fiscal year which ended 
June 30, 1926, merchandise with a 
total value of nearly $4,500,000,000 
was imported into the United States. 
With due consideration to unit values, 


' this represents a larger volume of im- 


ports by a very considerable margin 
than has ever been’ brought to the 
United States in any preceding twelve- 
month period. The trend of trade dur- 
ing the past few years convinciagly 
confirms the contention that the vol- 
ume of imports is controlled by the 
purchasing power of the nation, rather 
than the rate of import duties as- 
sessed.” 

He cited these supporting statistics: 

With slightly over 6 per cent of the 
world’s coal production, 48 per cent 
of the pig iron, 46 per cent of the 
copper, 75 per cent of the rubber, 51 
per cent of the coffee, 75 per cent of 
the petroleum, 52 per cent of the tin. 
77 per cent of the silk, 48 per cent of 
the nitrate, 50 per cent of British 
India’s shellac. 

“That 6 or 7 per cent of the world’s 
population who live in the continental 
United States should supply a market 
for such large proportions of the 
world’s total production of principal 
commodities is a consideration of 
greatest importance to the world’s 
commerce, industry and the emplicy- 
ment of labor,” the secretary con- 
tinued. 

Ea Seeks Understanding. 

_“No economic survey of world con- 
ditions can reach correct conclusions 
unless this major factor—the high pur- 
chasing power of the United States— 
is taken into account and its effect 
intelligently understood.” 

Turning some of these figures 
around the other way, Mellon point- 
ed out that if America’s consumption 
was pulled down to the general level 
of the world, there would be no buyer 
for 50 per cent of the rubber output; 
40 per cent of Brazil's coffee; 70 per 
cent of the silk; Cuba would lose her 
sugar market, Australia ber wool :.ar- 
ket. Chile would have her nitrates 
on her hands, British India would be 
loaded down with her unsold shellac. 

“A nation out of employment is a 
detriment to the rest of the world.,”’

Are Controlled 


By Governments 


Washington, October 24.—(4)— 
Government control has been estab- 
lished over the production and mar- 
keting of nine important commodities 


which the United States must pyr- 
chase from abroad to a total of more 
than $1.000,000,000 annually, the com- 
inerce department reported today, and 
further extension of the trend is pos- 
sible. The situation was summarized 
in advance sheets of the forthcoming 
annual report of the department. 

On the heels of the great success 
attained by the British rubber monop- 
oly, foreign governmets have sought 
to uplift the price of long staple cot- 
ton, camphor, coffee, iodine, nitrates, 
potash, mercury and sisal. Most of 
these, E. G. Holt, chief of the depart- 
ment’s rubber division, pointed out. 
are essential to American industrial 
activity, and the United States stands 
as the greatest single national con- 
sumer of them. 

“Unless some deterrent arises, the 
enormous profits of some of the con- 
trols already. in operation will not 
only serve to stimulate unreasonable 
prices for other controlled products, 
but will serve to encourage attempts 
upon other commodities,” Mr. Holt 
predicted. “It is the belief of the de- 
partment that this development will 
be retarded by the demonstration of 
practical defense action in the case of 
rubber during the last fiseal year. 

“The economie objection to these 
controls is the stifling of production 
through foreed restriction combined 
with price fixing. Thus there is a 
suspension of the fundamental prog- 
ress of industry which can only come 
in inereased volume of consumption 
and decreased costs of production 
l'urthermore, in most cases the con- 
trols have resulted in periodie spec- 
ulative operations by which large sums 
are abstracted from industry and con- 
sumers without any service rendered.

NEVER MIND THAT URIC ACID. 
Hn the last talk about uric acid I 
said that the amount of uric acid in 
the blood of a healthy person is about 
three milligrams to each hundred 
cubie centimeters, or roughtly a quar- 
ter of a grain to the pint. And 1! 
hope victims of the uric, acid obses- | 
sion will remember that I said uric 
acid is not a poison—for we can in- 
ject much more of it than has ever 
been found in a well person's blood 
or a sick person's blood without caus- 
ing any particular discomfort. I hope 
such deluded souls will bear in mind 
another physiological fact I mentioned, 
namely, that the uric acid has no bear- 
ing upon “acidosis” or “acidity of the 
blood” or “too much acid in the sys- 
tem.” Repetition of these physio- 
logical and unquestionable facts is} 
necessary not Only to impress them | 
upon a misinformed laity but to rub} 
the sore hides of the nostrum monger, 
the old fashioned quack and the new 
fangled fad healer who ply a brisk 
trade with folk obsessed with uric 
acid. 

Taking three milligrams in 100 cc. 
of blood as the normal quantity of 
uric acid, here are some figures re- 
vealed by scientific chemical tests in 
various cases:

is to be obtained in that way. And 
as for excluding uric acid material 
from my diet on the mere fancy that 
my trouble were due to uric acid 
(that is, a surmise not supported by 
chemical test of the blood), why, I 
hope 1 shall never become so tract- 
able as that. 

It happens that the foods which 
contain considerable purin (nitrogen- 
ous material from which uric acid 
may be derived), sach as liver, sweet- 
breads, most meats, meat soups, peas, 
beans, fish, asparagus, onions, mush- 
rooms, tea, coffee, chocolate, are de- 
virable-in an ordinary diet, for one 
reason and another and besides they 
are pretty good to eat f course, a 
precise or squeamish \sort\ of person 
might worry along safely if not very 
happil: a diet consisting mainly 
of milk, edges. cottage! chepse, bread, 
fresh vegetables, fresh its, butter, 
sugar and Sw frally, yes, one 
might live very well On such a diet, 
but as I say I'd grefer liver and 
bacon. French fry, ahd a couple cups 
of coffee, for my health.

Is Mussolini a‘ greater statesman 
than Lenin? 

In answering your question it must 
be understood that I believe in gov- 
ernment by the consent of the’ gov- 
erned. Lenin had no such belief. He 
was out to embody an idea which he 
contended was good for Russia and 
for the world. Asa Marxian Socialist 
and a doctrinaire >f the first water he 
was prepared to go far in the work of 
revolution. Nothing less than a state 
completely transferred from the politi- 
- to the communistice basis suited 
1im. 

But he had not been long engaged 
in this reconstruction by physical com- 
pulsion before he found that an 
economic transformation according to 
his text books was an_ exceedingly 
perilous enterprise. So he had to 
swap horses while crossing the crim- 
son stream, which Lincoln, a_ real 
xcafesman and one of the greatest. 
insisted should never be done if it 
could be avoided. 

Here Mussolini scores. He, too, 
was a socialist, but not so bigotedly 
allied to his cult as to be blind to 
actual conditions. Instead of break- 
ing Italy to pieces, he accepted the 
economic system alri.dy functioning 
and bent his efforts to improve it. 
This is said entirely apart from the 
matter of his methods, which have no 
place in our country. and as a rec- 
ognition of Mussolini's superiority _o 
Lenin in statescraft.

Chest Questions Answered 


——— 


Q. Why should not these expenses 
be paid out of tax funds? 


A. Many of them _ undoubtedly 
should. That is a matter of growth 
and evolution. If social service prin- 
ciples were adopted in our law en- 
forcement, our criminal courts, our 
public schools, our playgrounds and 
parks, much of the work now earried 
on by the agencies would be provided. 
Some of the agencies now in the Chest 
might be turned over to the city or 
county, if their efficient administra- 
tion could be unhampered. ‘This is 
something to be worked out by nego- 
tiation and conference and will take 
time. 

Q. Why should the city and county 


| 


make appropriation to the Chest 
agencies? 

In theory they should not. The 
practice was begun long before the 
Chest was organized. The sudden 
withdrawal of the public subsidies, 
however, would be destructive to im- 
portant services, which could neither 
be absorbed by increased Chest funds, 
nor suddenly assumed by the county 
or city. 

It is the hope of the Chest that 
gradually this may be adjusted .so 
that public agencies may carry an in- 
creased share of the burden, and, with 
increased public support, the Chest 
may be able to finance the private 
agencies without publie funds.

ARE YOUR BRAINS MACHINED? 
The Age of Machinery, our great 
modern institution b.gan well in the 


1700's, but it was only along in the 
nineteenth century that, applying 
mechanical principles to our brains, 
we created machine-made science, art, 
religion, heroes, heroines. 

When the Age of Machinerey was 
limited .o the materiai plane, well and 
good. Necessarily, the “little” tailor, 
the “little” shoemaker, the “little” 
butcher, the ‘little’ h.tter gave way 
before great factory buildings filled 
with innumerable cogs, wheels, screws, 
levers, flying belts, noisy  ceylinders. 
The “little” craftsman's wares for cen- 
turies hand-made, were now stamped 
or pressed out by machinery—the fast- 
er the better. Such is the new phil- 
osophy of material prosperity. 

Then, a queer thing happened. The 
day came when Maa himself became 4a 
mere cog in the machine. Nor was 
this all. Next, the machine turned on 
Man, demanding sacrifices to keep the 
tread-mill at top speed. The frightful 


appetite of the machines though satis- 
fied over and over, each ‘hour still 
craves more; grows more ravenous, 
seemingly on what it eats. 

The whole world is searched io 
feed machines wh.ose gluttony is bot- 
tomless. ‘Thousands of negro slaves 
in the heart of Africa incessantly hunt 
rubber; unnumbered coolies in China 
make the silk worm work; Carib 
laborers die of fever in the maogany 
swamps of Honduras: dried blood is 
shipped from QGhili to fertilize our 
lands that the harvester machines may 
have work to do, each year: armies of 
white American children are pressed 
into service to look r%ter busy bob- 
bins in cotton mills: and in sweat 
shops of New York young girls sew 
faster and faster. Man is now part 
of the machines he has created. He 
fools himself into thinking that he is 
“working for himself,” but he is vie- 
tim of electricity, X-ray, violet light, 
gasoline, steam. radio-activity, water- 
power—to the four winds that blow. 

Thus, he has machined his very 
brains.

supply and demand. At times. no 
doubt. the exchange is a great insti- 
tution, but just at this time it is the 
main cause of the trouble. This prop- 
aganda and the effect of it, that is, 
the selling of hedges on the exchange, 
has gotten Mr. Farmer rattled, and he
